BERGER also mentioned that one HALLTEXJOLAS (phonetic) is 
now in Hollywood; that this JOLAS remarked that this woman, HEFLIN's wife, 
had worked for the Communist Party in Mexico City for. several yearse 


The Informant advised that LEO BERGER is an enthusiastic and 
active member of the Communist Party who belongs to the Seamen's Section of 
the Party in New York City, and who recentiy returned from Archangel, Russia, 
where he lived for some tims in Red Army barracks. He reached Archangel as 
a merchant seaman on an American convoy in November, 1942, After returning 
to New York, he drove across the country to Hollywood with other seamen, 


On April 29, 1943, Special Agent H. R. VAN BRUNT checked the 
records of the Retail Merchants Credit Association for possible records on 
LOLA ADLER, PEARL ADLER and ELEANOR HEFLIN, with negative results. However, 
a check of these records under the name of STELIA ADLER disclosed the a 
ing information concerning this individual, 


AY report dated February 24, 1942, STELLA ADLER was described 
- as the wife of’ HAROLD CLURMAN, whose address was given as 3834 Vantage, ~ 

North Hollywood, California, and also the Beverly Wilshire Hotel, Beverly 
Hills, as well as 25 West 54th Street, New York City. CLURMAN at that time 

_ was employed by Columbia Studios as a director and a writer, having beenso 
employed since July, 1941. He was reported to be earning at that time a low 
three figure sum per week. According to this agency, a New York City report 
dated February 24, 1942, revealed that HAROLD CLURMAN had been living on the 
coast for about a year or more and previously lived at 25 West 54th Street, 
that city, and took a lease there in October, 1939 on an apartment at the 
rental of about $2,000 per year. This apartment was occupied principally 

by STELLA ADLER, although CLURMAN stayed there at times. The lease expired 
in September, 1941, but STELLA ADLER moved out prior to that time. The house 
is under new management now and details are not on record, but at the building 
it is reported that there is some balance on rental left owing and whether 
CLURMAN or Miss ADLER was responsible, is not known. She had occupied the 
apartment alone most of the time. 


CLURMAN has worked for 20th Century Fox Studios and in the 
past was president of the Drama Group Theater, Inc., which is a well-kmown 
theatrical producing organization known as the Group Theater. They had a 
number of successful plays on Broadway, including Men in White, Gentle 
People, Rocket to the Moon, and a number of otherse They were active from 
1931 untila bout a year ago when they discontinued the organization. CLURMAN 
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was the principal of that producing firm and he is reported to have had 

good returns while identified there. Walter Wanger Productions, 1041 North 
Formosa Avenue, Los Angeles, reported on November 11, 1937, that CLURMAN 
formerly was in their employ as a story editor but has not been there since 
July 24, 1937. New York City reported February 24, 1942, that CLURMAN's wife, 
STELLA ADLER, is a well known actress and she appeared in a number of the 
Group Theater plays and was then reported on the coast appearing in motion 
pictures. Those consulted at Major Pictures Corporation, 1040 North Las 
Palmas, Los Angeles, reported on November 1, 1937, that STELLA ADLERwas 

under contract to them, but this expired last month and she is believed now 
free lancing. STELLA ADEER was reported to be capable of earning $750 per 
week and she was said to have formerly been on the English stage. Wew York 
City reported on August 3, 1937, that she had her name changed from STELIA 
ADLER to STELLA ARDIER for picture purposes. New York City reported on 
February 24, 1942, that CLURMAN and his wife separated off and on in the past; 
then lived together, and just what their marital status may be now is not 
known. This report reflected the following items of record which were held 
for adjustment against STELLA ADLER: 


December 2, 1938, Adjustment Department claim for Dairy, $21.51, 
as STELLA ADLER, paid October 31, 1939; 

March 5, 1940, Adjustment Department claim for Professional Services, 
as STELLA ADLER, paid August 5, 1940;

On July 1, 1943, the names of LOLA ADLER, PEARL ADEER and 
STELLA ADLER, together with ELFANOR and VAN HEFLIN were checked at the 
Registrar of Voters, 808 North Spring Street, for possible voting registration, 
with negative results. 


According to Source "A", the name of STELLA ADLER appeared 
as one of the local directors of the organization known as the League of 
Women Shoppers. This organization was allegedly at that time a Communist 
front organization. The Women Shoppers publication of the above organization 
dated April, 1939, Volume I, No. 8, at Hollywood, California, listed STELIA 
ADLER as a local director, along with many individuals long identified with 
front movementse 


On June 28, 1943, LEON KAPIAN, Attorney at Law, of the firm 
Kaplan and Livingston, Equitable Building, 6253 Hollywod Boulevard, tele- 
phone Hollywood 7305, advised that he was very familiar with the case of 
FRANCES FARMER, erstwhile movie star, having arranged a contract for her 
appearance in Mexican pictures at the time she was on probation from a drunken 
driving charges He stated that HARRY E. SOKOLOV, Attorney at Law, Room 601, 
| Equitable Building, was Miss FARMER's attorney in the aforementiefied drunken 
A driving casee KAPIAN advised that SOKOLOVhad been employed by JOSEPH SCHENK,

As noted from the title change LOLA ADLER, with aliases, is 
being dropped from instant investigation. Only one report has been received 
aside. from the original report that the ADLER sisters consisted of STELLA, 
PEARL, and LOLA ADLER; that LOLA ADIER is a relative of STELLA ADLER, 


Referenced report of the writer dated November]7, 1913, 
indicates that one informant, a talent scout, was always under the impression 
SOLE the only children in the JACOB rxeouan sey were STELLA and LUTHER 

LER. This same informant, as noted erenced report of the writer ~ 

ated February 8,19), later heard that LOLA ADLER might possibly be a niece 
of STELLA ADLER. This possibility was not substantiated by any further proof, 
and those sources in Hollywood which would normally know of STELLA ADLER'S 
background and activities feel confident that STELLA ADLER has no close 
relatives named LOLA or PEARL ADLER. It should be noted that Hollywood sources 
not only in the theater but on the stage and variety programs were contacted & 
and no information was obtained that there is any such person as PEARL ADLER, 
nor was any information received to indicate that LOLA ADLER is related to 
STELLA ADLER, 


‘ Shide mi reports that HAROLD EDGAR CLURMAN reported to his 
draft board that he married STELLA ADLER in Brooklyn, New York, on September 
27, 1942. He further advised his draft board that he has been living with 
STELLA ADLER continuously since their marriage. CLURMAN listed his wife's 
birthdate as February 10, 1901. It should be noted that there is a discrepancy 
in her birthdate. The 1939 Who's Who in the Theater, as noted on page two of 
referenced report of the writer dated November 17, 1943, indicates that STELLA 
ADLER was born in New York City on February 10, 1902. The same referenced 
report indicates on page three the data furnished by STELLA ADLER in a personnel 
form filed with M.G.M. wherein she gives her age as 38, having been born on 
February 10, 1905, New York City. 


CLURMAN, according to Source "A", further reports that CLURMAN 
told his draft board he has partially supported STELLA ADLER for the past five 
years. A credit report furnished by the Los Angeles Retail Merchants Credit 
Association in February, 192, indicates that HARO \CLURMAN and STELLA ADLER 
were living in New York City together as man and wife far back as 1939 and 
that HAROLD CLURMAN paid some Bebts contracted by STELLA ADLER. 


Source "A" has further reported that HAROLD CLURMAN has seemingly 
made every possible effort to avoid the draft. From the records at hand, it 
would appear that while Subject and HAROLD CLURMAN ostensibly were married for 
the past five years they were not legally. married until September 27, 1913. 
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Source "A" reports that CLURMAN reported to his draft board 
on May h, 1943, that his wife, STELLA ADLER, was working for the Dramatic 
Work Shop as a teacher making 475.99 per week for 30 weeks. He listed his 
Social Security number as 563-229-17h.

Subject: National connected with Zionist Movement 


Summary of Information: 


1. An American citizen who stated he was a former Army Intelligence 
officer and ex-member of the Foreign Service of the State Department, 
volunteered the following information; While vacationi in Mexico 
City he had met an American woman by the name of StellachDLER. She 
said she was a member of the ADLER family of New York theatrical fame 
When questioned as to why she was in Mexico, she stated she was here on 
a political mission connected with the Zionist movement. She liked to 
talk and very bitterly attacked the British Government. She also 
severly criticized the U. S. Government but had only praise for. the 


USSR. As a solution for the trouble in Palestine, she. suggested that ~ 
Russia be allowed to ‘in and_.take over. Although she stated she 
‘was connected with t St “movement, most of her statements were 


in criticism of Great Britain and the USA and in praising Russia... 
She stated that she planned to ¢9 to Europe and Falestine next Spring 
in connection with her "political mission." While in Mexico City she 
stayed at the Hotel Reforma and entertained lavishly. It is reported 
that she returned to Washington on 17 October. 


2. From another source it is learned that Stella ADLER was one 
of the main speakers at a meéting held by the National Committee for 
Hebrew Liberation in Mexico City. 5 September 1946. It has been reported A._/ 
that she spoke in German and at the end of her speech gave a recital of 
the uprising of the Ghetto in Warsaw.

SYNOPSIS OF FACTS: an 
Subject arrived Mexico, D. F., September, 1946, and during her 
stay in Mexico, was seen frequently in company of HENRY eAEOLD 
Seen’ former Private Secretary to NATALIA SEDOVE’Vaal. a 
ROTSKY Subject made pleasure trips to Acapulco, ee etaee 
and Taxco and in Mexico City spread propaganda in favor of the 
Jews of Palestine. Unable to ascertain exact purpose of mission, 
Background of SCHNAUTZ set out. 


DETAILS: 


i Reliable Source C advised that an American citizen who

It was ascertained that while she was ' 
in Mexico, she resided at the Hotel Reforma, Mexico, D. F. This 
source, in continuing, advised that STELLA ADLER, who is in real 
life Mrs. HAROLD CLURMAN, and whose stage name ig STELLA ARDLER, 
has been closely connected with the Communist Party activities 
in the United States for some tim a is the wife of motion 
picture director HARObg CLUFUAN. (25 
Investigation conducted by Source D, whose reliability 
fia been established, revealed that one STELLA ADLER arrived in 
Mexico the first week in September, 1946, and during her stay in 
‘ Mexico was frequently seen in the company of HENRY HAROLD 
EB SCHNAUTZ, who was Private Secretary to NATALIA SEDOVA Vda. de 
if TROTSKY, in Mexico, D. F., for a period of two years. Investiga- 
tion further disclosed that STELLA ADLER visited Cuernavaca, 
Acapulco and Taxco on pleasure trips and made several speeches 
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in Mexico favoring the Zionist movement in Palestine. It ig 
understood that during the first week of September, 1946, she 
addressed a gathering of the National Committee for Hebrew 
Liberation in Mexico. It was also ascertained that she spoke 
very strongly against Great Britain, criticized the United 
States' passive action in the Palestine matter, and praised 
the Soviet Union, according to Source D. This source was 
unable to ascertain the specific nature of subject's mission. 
As far as could be ascertained by Source D, she did not spend 
any time with the Mexican Communist group. Source D advised 
that as far as could be ascertained, she was born in Vienna, 
Austria, and is the daughter of RUDOLF ADLER and MATHIE ADLER, 
who are of German descent. It was further learned that in 1938, 
STELLA ADLER, according to Source D, requested permission to 
come to Mexico. However, she did not follow up the request 

and it is not believed by this source that she actually spent 
any time in Mexico.

Reliable Source F advised the following: 

"Mr. JULIUS RYADSHORTH former Foreign Service officer, 
informed me this morhifi that he and his wife had brought Miss 
STELLA ADLER from Taxco to Mexico several weeks ago and her 
conversation during the trip revealed matters that may be of 

‘interest to the Embassy, 


"She is a very striking looking blond actress from 
New York, She was in Mexico for about six weeks before leaving 
about the middle of October. Her ostensible purpose in being 
. here was to attend meetings of Jewish organizations and to 
promote the idea of permitting more Jews to enter Palestine 
and the creation of a Jewish state in Palestine. She was very 
anti-British in her conversation and when Mr. WADSWORTH sug~ 
gested that the alternative to British rule of Palestine was 
Russian rule, she said, 'Why not.! 


"Miss ADLER stated that she had spent a year in Russia 
and spoke in high praise of that country. . 


"Mr. WADSWORTH made the obvious suggestion that Miss 
ADLER might well be a Communist agent being used for infiltration 
into the Jewish organizations." 


Relative to HENRY HAROLD SCHNAUTZ, Source E, whose 
reliability has been established, stated that he was born in 


Waco, Texas, in 1910, and came to Mexico, entering the port of 
Nuevo Laredo, on June 27, 1940, from Evansville, Indiana, U.S.A, 
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On December 21, 1940, SCHNAUTZ advised that he was residing 
at Avenida Viena 19 de Coyoacan, D. F., and requested per-— 
mission to remain permanently in Mexico. Under date of May 28, 
1941, NATALIA SEDOVA Vda, de TROTSKY directed a letter to the 
Secretary of Gobernacion, requesting ‘that SCHNAUTZ be permitted 
to stay in Mexico for a period of six months, stating that he 
would become her private secretary. On June 21, 1941, permission 
was granted by Gobernacion for SCHNAUTZ to remain for six more 
months in the capacity of a tourist. However, this was later 
changed so SCHNAUTZ could remain ag an immigrant for a period 
of five years. On February 8, 1943, the Chief of Immigration 
Service at Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico, directed a letter 
to Gobernacion, advising that SCHNAUTZ had definitely left 
Mexico for the United States on February 2, 1943, On Febr- 
vary 18, 1943, NATALIA SEDOVA Vda. de TROTSKY sent a letter 
to Gobernacion manifesting that SCHNAUTZ had terminated his 
services as secretary to her and had abandoned Mexico for the 
United States on February 2 or 3, 1946, leaving Mexico via 
Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas. SCHNAUTZ is described as follows:
